*Obey Laws 
At Fire Scene 
Warns Chief 


As a strong and sincere 
request, Fire Chief Charles 
Brown, Chief of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Firefight¬ 
ers, urges the people of 
Sierra Madre and surround¬ 
ing area to obey all laws 
while his Firefighters are 
under an emergency action. 

"It is a Criminal Offense,” 
states Chief Brow.n, "for any 
person to ignore directions 
given by a Sierra Madre 
Firefighter while he and his 
equipment are under emer¬ 
gency circumstances.” 

"I am more particularly 
concerned.” continues Chief 
Brown, "with the Canyoin 
area. When we are called to 
that area we always place 
o'.ir men in ‘traffic control’ 
positions: there men know 
by radio, the position of the 
engines 

the emergency, a.nd they 
have the complete authority lowship, 
to route traffic in a,ny direc- 
lion to the benefit of .not 
only the person so directed 
but for the benefit of the dation, 
men i.n the emergency. 

“Many limes on other fire 
emergency calls, when the 
Police Department is busy 
elsewhere, our men will take 
on the duties of directing 
traffic. At all times 
authority rests with them 
and they have th,. power of 
ca.using citations to be is¬ 
sued for those who ignore 
the conditions and the ad¬ 
vice,” he continued'. 

“further, it is against the 
Health and Safety Codes of 
the Statp of California for 
persons to crowd a fire en¬ 
gine whilp at an emerge,ncy 
or to hamper the work of 
firefighters cit thp .sce.np of 
a fire.” 

In conrliision Chief Brown 
stated. “Our Firefighters are 
taught courtesy in their re- 
ouests, and will advi.se you, 
tn the he.st of their know¬ 
ledge; if you persist h” ig¬ 
noring their req,nests, then 
you are only creating 
trouble for yo-urself at a 
later date.” Ending his 
.statement hp further .stated, 

"The.sp laws will he en¬ 
forced, we sincerely ask 
your cooperation.”

Now At 25% 

An applicant to the coun¬ 
ty board of equalization 
must establish the value of 
his property by indepe,nde.nt 
evidence. The as.scssor’s re¬ 
cords may be used as part 
of the evidence. This means 
that the applicant may not 
rely solely on the assessor’s 
record' of full value of the 
property as evidence of over- 
assesisment. 

The law establishes a con¬ 
clusive pre.sumption that the 
average ratio of assessed 
value to full cash value of 
property In the cou.nty does 
.not exceed by more than 15 
per cent the ratio found for 
the county by the State 
Board of Equalization pur¬ 
suant to its intercoun t y 
equalization duties. For ex¬ 
ample, it the State Board 
finds a county ratio of 20 
per cent, the true ratio is 
conclusively pre.sumed .not 
to exceed' 20% x 1.15— 23%; 
if the State Board find's 
county ratio of 22 per cent 
the Irue ratio is conclusive¬ 
ly presumed .not to exceed 
22% X 1.15 — 25.3%. 

The county board is di¬ 
rected to determine the 
property’s full ca.sh value 
and then apply to that fig¬ 
ure the lowest of three 
ratios — (a) the as.sessor’s 
announced ratio, (b) 115 

per cent of the State Board’s 
ratio for the cou.nty, and (c) 
a ratio of assessed value to 
full ca.sh value for all prop¬ 
erty in the county deter¬ 
mined without reference to 
the State Board’s ratio if 
any such ratio has been es¬ 
tablished. In a county with 
a 25 per cent announced 
ratio, the lowest ratio will 
ordinarily be the announced 
ratio when the State Board’s 
ratio exceeds 21.7 per cent, 
while the State Board’s ratio 
will ordinarily be the lowest 
whe.n it is 21.7 per cent or 
lower. 

The 1969 State Board of 
Equalization ratio for Los 
Angeles County i.s 24.0 per 
cent. The Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Assessor’s 1970 announced 
ratio is 25.0 per cent. The 
State Board' of Equaliza¬ 
tion’s 1970 preliminary ratio 
will be announced on July 
20 and final ratio by August 
23, 1970. 

“Ask yourself,” Ne v i .n s 
co,ncluded, “if you would ac¬ 
cept approximately lour 
times the assessed value as 
a fair sales price. Normally 
you will find the asses.sor 
has been fair. If the prop¬ 
erty assessment still appears 
out-of-line, the t a x p ayer 
should then appeal h i s 
value.” 

Two Southern California 
cities continue to do their 
own assessing. These are 
Long Beach and Pasade.na. 
In these cases, the city 
councils sit as boards of 
equalization and are gen¬ 
erally governed by the same 
filing and hearing dates as 
the counties. 

Rules have been adopted 
by the State Board of 
Equalization governing the 
County Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion and Assessment Ap¬ 
peals Boards.
